ances have been received by the le- 
gal department, it is poiuted out, from 
both city and county officials that the 
utmost leniency will be extended in 
every case where there has been an 
honest endeavor to comply with the 
requirements of the law. The notice, 
as sent out, is as follows: 
Dim m ing Devices 
Section 13, subdivision (c) of the 
State Vehicle Act, effective December 
31, 1915, reads in part as follows: 
"Anything hwreinbefore to the con­ 
trary notwithstanding, it 
is 
hereby 
provided that tile front light or lights 
of every motor vehicle shall be per­ 
manently dimmed so as to prevent any 
glare therefrom which might interfere 
with the convenience or safety of the 
use of the highway, or shall be so di­ 
rected that the center rays thereof 
shall strike the ground at a distance 
not to exceed seventy-five feet from 
the front of such vehicle.” 
It will be noted that tile above sec­ 
tion reads in the alternative. The au­ 
tomobile owner is given the option of 
equipping the front lights of his car 
with dimmers ‘‘so as to prevent any 
glare therefrom,” etc., or he may di­ 
rect the lights so “that 
the 
center 
rays thereof shall strike the ground 
at a distance not to exceed seventy- 
ttve feet” from the front of the car. 
In other words, if dimmers are used 
which permanently prevent any glare 
which might interfere with the con­ 
venience or safety of the use of the 
highway, it is not necessary to have 
the rays strike the ground 
at 
any 
particular distance from the front of 
the car. And, vice versa, if the rays 
are directed downward in the manner 
specified in the law, dimmers need not 
be used. 
The State Motor 
Vehicle 
Depart­ 
ment has declined to approve any par­ 
ticular type of dimming 
device 
aa 
complying with the requirements of 
the law'. So, likewise, have the police 
department of the city of Los Angeles 
and the sheriff’s office of the county 
of Los Angeles, as well as the judges 
of the city police courts and township 
justices’ courts. The legal department 
of the Automobile Club of Southern 
California, however, has received as 


The Automobile Club, of Southern 
California has had numerous requests 
made upon it, both by members and 
by dealers, to recommend to the mem­ 
bership a type of 
dimming 
device 
which, in the judgment of the club of­ 
ficials, will comply with 
the 
law. 
Such a 
recommendation 
would, 
of 
course, be regarded as 
a 
practical 
guarantee by the club against arrest 
or conviction, and it is obvious that 
the club, in the above circumstances, 
cannot undertake such a 
broad 
re­ 
sponsibility. The ultimate determina­ 
tion of this question will rest in tho 
discretionary capacity of the courts— 
a is not a matter of precedent or ab­ 
solute law'. 
With this club it is not 
merely a cast* of refusing to adver­ 
tise particular 
devices 
by 
lending 
them the club’s approval; it is a case 
where the club must refuse to pass 
in advance upon 
a 
situation 
over 
which it may have a very large influ­ 
ence, but over which it will have no 
absolute control. 
If our members will meet the public 
authorities in a fair spirit and win 
titake a bona fide endeavor to comply 
with this new law, which is in its very 
nature largely experimental, there is 
no reasonable doubt, but that the au­ 
thorities will accord them the utmost 
consideration.

“A tire that has given good service 
but has its fabric weakened in placer 
may be reinforced by the application 
of an inside tire protector. 
For some 
time we have specialized in the pro­ 
duction of a tire protector of this kind 
and have solved the problem for many 
a motorist who has wondered whether 
he should scrap the old tire or spend 
his gqod money In an attempt to coax 
more miles from it. 
“lf the tread on your tire is worn 
down, but the tire otherwise in fair 
condition, several thousand miles of 
service may be obtained by having it 
retreaded. 
In doing this the repair­ 
man tears the old tire down to the 
fabric and builds it up iii the same 
manner as in making a new tire. 
“There are other ways iii which tires 
apparently worn out can be made to 
render much greater mileage. 
Before 
discarding them be sure to give them 
the ‘once over.’ A simple repair may 
add a few extra thousands 
to 
their 
mileage."
